June 28- Au, ust 28—The Exhibition of Archaeological Finds of the People’s 
Republic of China traces the Progress of Chinese culture from the 
paleolithic age (600,000 years ago) thru the 14th century A.D. This is 
the last opportunity to see these objects, excavated in the People’s Re- 
public from 1949 to 1972, before they are returned to Peking. Two of 
the most discussed and photographed pieces are the Gallo ing Horse 
of Kansu, a bronze figure dating from the 2nd century, aor the 2,000 
year old burial suit of Princess Tou Wan made of 2,156 squares of 
opalescent jade sewn with gold wire. The 385 priceless antiquities 
include prehistoric artifacts, ceramics, bronze vessels, oracle bones, 
clay mo: els, pottery and stone sculpture, wood carvings, gold and 
silver utensils, textiles and calligraphy. 
Because of the size and the importance of this exhibition, all perma- 
nent exhibits on the first floor of the museum, except the Jade Room, 
will be removed. The second floor galleries are not ieced. 


This remarkable Chinese exhibition, supported by the National En-

Muir Woods National Monument in Marin County is a magnificent grove 
of redwood trees now served by scheduled, weekend buses. Golden Gate Transit 
buses (route #60) make three round trips on Saturdays, Sundays and holidays 
leaving from the Transbay Terminal, First and Mission Streets. Board the buses on 
Natoma Street directly behind the terminal. Telephone 332-6600 for information. 

Golden Gate National Recreation Area and Point Reyes National Sea- 
shore are federally protected coastal lands open to the public. Ocean beaches, 
meadows, mountain forests, rocky cliffs and historic sites all fall within this 
100,000 acre strip. This summer it is possible, through the cooperation of two 
transit systems, to visit any of these areas by public transportation on weekends.

Francisco, so, logically, bicycle rental shops are clustered at the east and west ends. 

A bike route 
of the Park is wall dasked, or stop at Park headquarters, McLaren Lodge, Fell and 
Stanyan Streets, for a map. Rental shops have them, too. A second planned route 
takes you across the Golden Gate Bridge into Marin County. Spokes & Things has 
a bicycle rental station at the entrance to Golden Gate Park at 8th Ave. and Fulton 
Street ; opens at 10 AM on weekends, noon on weekdays.
